over how to confront Europe’s 
latest 
monetary 
crisis. But 
though the Socialists warned 
the decision could be disas­ 
trous, they stopped short of 
threatening to quit the govern­ 
ment. 
Both rival parties already are 
jockeying 
for September’s ge­ 
neral elections. 


Economics 
Minister 
Karl 
Schiller, a Socialist, had de­ 
manded in a letter to Kiesinger 
that the mark be immediately 
raised in value by seven per 
cent 
to avoid 
inflation and 
return economic stability to 
Europe. 
But Kiesinger and his C nns- 
tian 
Democrats agreed with 
German industrialists that re­ 
valuation would severely crimp 
the country’s foreign trade and 
could imperil the economy at 
home. 
The vote against revaluation 
was down party lines, 10-9. 


Conrad 
Ahler, Kiesinger’s 
chief 
spokesman, 
said 
the 
decision 
was ‘ final...forever 
and eternal. I do not know how 
1 can say it any clearer than 
this.” 
He 
also tried to dampen 
rumors of a government crisis 
over the decision and termed 
the 
vote 
a 
blow 
to both 
currency and political specula­ 
tors. 


The Local Agency Formation 
Commission, 
by denying the

NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks 
got a helping hand this week 
from a new Viet Cong peace 
proposal to end the Vietnam 
war and closed higher although 
traders “ cooled it“ a bit when 
reports trickled in that the 
Nixon administration is begin­ 
ning to win the war against 
domestic inflation. 
Commerce Secretary Maurice 
H. Stans said a slowdown in 
the booming economy is de­ 
tectable from Commerce De­ 
partment statistics during the 
past month on business spen&. 
ing and activity. However, it 
will “ take a while" for any 
major downturn to show up in 
the wage-price picture, he cat* 
tioned. 
Private 
economists, mean, 
while, said plant and equipment 
spending this year will rise 
considerably less than a recent 
government estimate. They also 
looked for a slower increase in 
the 
current quarter’s gross 
national product versus the first 
quarter. 
A slower growth rate for 
consumer installment credit in 
March, and the sizable drop in 
new 
factory orders for the 
same period also strengthened 
the administration’s view that 
the economy is slowing. 
The nation’s unemployment 
rate, another key economic in­ 
dicator, 
also increased last 
month. But Harold Goldstein, 
assistant commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, re­ 
fused to predict whether the 
figures might indicate a cooling 
of the economy, 
European monetary 
jitters 
had little adverse impact on 
the market, especially since 
traders seemed pretty well sat­ 
isfied that the dollar would 
escape unharmed. 
In fact, International Mone­ 
tary Fund Managing Director 


Pierre-Paul Schweitzer said the 
crisis is strictly centered on 
Germany, and does not reflect 
softness on the part of any 
other currency. 
Last Friday the West German 
cabinet decided not to revalue 
the deutschemark despite a 
deluge of orders for the cur­ 
rency 
on world foreign ex­ 
change markets. 


The UPI market indicator, 
measuring all stocks traded, 
climbed 0.89 per cent to 127.33. 
Of the 1,715 issues crossing the 
tape, 906 advanced, 670 de­ 
clined. There were 246 new 
highs set, 119 new lows. 
The 
New York Stock Ex­ 
change mirrored a rise of 59 
cents to $58.76 in the average 
common share price. Standard 
& Poor’s 500 stock index gained 
1.05 to 105.05. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 
blue chip industrials added 4.44 
to 957.30.

Three major intellectual currents 
sweep man into spiritual wasteland

Three major intellectual cur­ 
rents of the past hundred years 
have swept modern man into 
the 
“spiritual 
wasteland’’ 
where he now finds himself. 
That is the appraisal of Dr. 
Will Herberg, the great Jewish 
scholar who is professor of 
philosophy and culture at Drew 
University, Madison, N J 
He identifies the three intel­ 
lectual currents, in an article 
published by the Intercollegiate 
Review, as relativism, positi­ 
vism and secularism. 
Dr. HertK~g defines relati­ 
vism as “the creeping convic­ 
tion that there Is no such thing 
as truth or right, but only the 
varying 
beliefs 
of 
varying 
cultures, each apparently justi­ 
fied in its own terms; no fixed 
norms, 
but 
merely 
shifting 
opinions.” 


Positivism is “ the creeping 
conviction that the only kind of 
reality and truth is the kind 
(allegedly) 
revealed by, and 
verifiable In term s of, positive 
science.” 
Secularism is “the creeping 
conviction that human life can 
be lived and understood, in its 
own terms, without regard to 
any higher order of reality, that 
is, without regard to God.” 
His phrase “creeping convic­ 
tion” is meant to suggest that 
“what has affected the modern 
mind has not been an array of 
intellectual arguments, but the 
unremitting operation of mind- 
setting attitudes, often hardly 
noticed, but doing their re­ 
morseless 
work 
by cultural 
pressures and compulsions.” 
In other words, modern man 
has come to believe that God is 
dead, 
not 
because 
anybody 
proved it so, but only because

Increased interest by stu­ 
dents and a greater demand for 
summer courses by California 
teachers will result in two ex­ 
panded summer programs of in­ 
struction at California State 
Polytechnic College, according 
to Dr. Donald W, Hensel, as­ 
sociate dean of academic plan­ 
ning at the college. 
Copies of the Summer Quar­ 
ter Class Schedule are now 
available from Cal Poly’s El 
Corra 
Corral Bookstore (30 cents per 
copy). 
Free copies of the Summer 
Sessions C lass Schedule of par­ 
ticular interest to teachers and 
teacher-aides may be obtained 
by writing the Admissions Of­ 
fice, California State Polytech­ 
nic College, San Luis Obispo, 
California - 93401. 
The Summer Quarter (June 
16-Aug. 29) will offer 30 per 
cent more courses than last 
year, Dr. Hensel said. 
Some 330 courses to be of­ 
fered reflect increases in Cal 
Poly’s Schools of Agriculture, 
Applied Arts, Applied Scienc­ 
es, Architecture, and Engineer­ 
ing. The greatest increases in 
the numbers of courses avail­ 
able to majors are in the Schools 
of Engineering and Applied Sci­ 
ences. 
Cal Poly’s Summer Quarter 
course offerings will cover ato- 
tal of GO different areas of 
knowledge. 
Graduate work for master’s 
degrees 
will be available in 
home economics, agriculture, 
biological 
sciences, English, 
applied mathematics, mathema­ 
tics, and physical education, 
and new baccalaureate degrees 
in computer science, history, 
and speech will begin during 
the (juarter. 
Dr. Hensel pointed out that 
students wishing to transfer 
from other colleges or univer­ 
sities, or to accelerate their 
degree programs will find the 
Summer Quarter an excellent 
opportunity to do so. 
Since Fall Quarter procedur­ 
es are in effect, normal ap­ 
plication for admission proce­ 
dures are followed for the Sum­ 
mer Quarter. All newandform- 
er students who are not in at­ 
tendance at Cal Poly during 
the currentSpringQuarter must 
apply for admission by F ri­ 


day, June 6, 1969. 
Fees of $17 for 6 units or 
less and $34 for more than 6 
units, plus incidental costs will 
apply. 
Cal Poly is one of only three 
California State Colleges which 
operate full Summer Quarter

cording to Dr. Hensel, who 
said he expected course en­ 
rollment to reach a total of 
about 2,400 students.

U.S. to fire satellites 
during Apollo's flight

The United States plans to fire 
a pair of Sentry satellites and 
four 
other 
spacecraft 
into 
distant earth orbits during the 
eight days Apollo 10 is flying to 
the moon and back. 
Apollo 10 astronauts Thomas 
P. Stafford, John W. Young and 
Eugene A. Ceman are sche­ 
duled to blast off for the moon 
May 18, and three days later 
the 
space 
agency plans to 
launch a communications satel­ 
lite for the Comsat Corp. 
It will be followed May 23, if 
all goes as planned, by the 
launch of two Defense Depart­ 
ment nuclear detection satel­ 
lites and three small hitchhik­ 
ing research satellites by an 
A ir Force Titan 3C rocket. 
The Titan will propel its five 
spacecraft 
into earth orbits 
reaching 69,000 miles away- 
nearly a third of the way to the 
moon. 
The 
communications 
satellite will be shot into a 
22,300 mile high orbit. 
The twin 755-pound Sentry 
satellites, called Vela, are part 
of the government’s nuclear 
explosion monitoring network. 
They will be able to spot the 
tell-tale signs of an atomic test 
anywhere from the surface of 
earth to as far away as Venus. 
Besides looking for violations 
of the test ban treaty, the space 
sentinels are expected to be 
able to monitor nuclear tests in 
Red China. 
They will join eight other 
Vela satellites launched in pairs 
by the Air Force in 1963, 1964, 
1965 and 1967. All were built by 
TRW Inc., of Redondo Beach, 
Calif.

24 
pounds heavier than the last 
ones l a u n c h e d , carry in­ 
struments developed by the

Although none of the ve-as 
has had an opportunity to look 
for violations of the test ban 
treaty, each has sent back an 
immense amount of valuable 
scientific data. Their reports 
even aid the Apollo moon flight 
radiation warning network. 


The Titan will drive the Velas 
and its three little companion 
craft into orbits ranging from 
10,500 to 69,000 miles high. 
Small rocket motors aboard 
each Vela will be fired later to 
send them into circular orbits 
69,000 miles above Earth. 


The two satellites will be 
positioned 180 degrees apart, so 
that while one is watching one 
side of Earth, the other is 
patrolling »he other side for 
clandestine tests. 


The communications satellite 
set for launch May 12 is the 
fourth of six in COMSAT’s new 
Intelsat 3 series.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Back 
in H55 Dr. PaulDergarabedian 
and Dr. Francis Fendell of 
TRW, 
Inc., 
Redondo Beach, 
Calif., went to work on fuel 
flow problems tlien besetting 
the Atlas missile. 
The last thing they had in 
mind was tornadoes, or the 
possibility of ever developing a 
tornado early warning system. 
What concerned them was the 
fact that fuel in the Atlas tanks 
sloshed. 
It swirled, too-the 
way water does when you drain 
a bathtub. 
The funnel-like mot ion tended 
to form iHibbles in the pumps 
and hinder precise flow-rate 
measurement. 
I his 
must 
not hai)pen in 
missile 
or 
space 
rockets 
because it messes up the split- 
second timing of e n g i n e 
“ burns” vital to accuracy. 
So Dergarabedian and Fen­ 
dell did a lot of thinking and 
researchir^. They must have 
found answers. In any case, 
today’s missiles and rockets 
a|)pear not 
to be critically 
affected by flow-rate difficul­ 
ties. They perform pretty much 
as ordered. 
What the two scientists could 
not have guessed at the time 
was that their Investigations 
might lead to better under­ 
standing of another swirling 
phenomenon, the tornado, the 
most vicious of nature’s sudden 
storms. 
But after the fact, says TRW, 
“ it 
was 
noticed 
that 
a 
mathematical theory developed 
for solving” the liquid How 
problem “ could also be applied 
to tornadoes to determine their 
maximum wind velocity.” 
Tlie 
theory, 
accordii^ to 
TRW, 
makes it possible to 
predict the charau;teristics of a 
tornado funnel for the first 
time. Given the height of a 
cloud ceiling, Dergarabedian 
said, “ we can scale the shape 
and length of the funnel to 
determine its whirling speed.”

scientists 
hope their 
studies will show what weather 
conditions breed tornadoes and, 
also, why not all dirty looking 
thunderstorms turn Into tor­ 
nadoes.

It is an a rtic le of faith among m any socially concerned 
young people that the A m erican c a p ita listic system has p ro ­ 
fited, 
p ro fits now and is determ ined to continue to p ro fit 
fro m the exploitation of the poor and of m in o rities. 
T h is is why the system m ust be sm ashed, or d rastica lly 
a lte re d , they say. 
T hus it is som ething like a Daniel en terin g an intellectual 
lio n s’ den for such an arch -cap italist a s H enry Ford II to go 
to Y ale U niversity recen tly to defend the profit m otive a s 
one of the stro n g e st w eapons in the fight against d iscrim in a­ 
tion and poverty. 
H is re m a rk s, m ade before the Yale P olitical Union, b ear 
rep eatin g . 
To the extent that the problem s of society can be solved 
by providing m ore and b e tte r jobs, higher incom es for m ore 
and m ore people and la rg e r supply of goods and se rv ic e s, the 
p ro b lem s can b est be solved by relying heavily on bu sin ess, 
contended F o rd . 
It is clearly in the se lf-in terest of b u sin ess both to en­ 
la rg e 
its m a rk e ts and im prove its w ork force by helping 
disadvantaged people to develop and em ploy their econom ic 
p o ten tial, he added. Any com pany that lim its its ac ce ss to 
good em ployes by im posing such irre le v e n t c rite ria as race 
o r color is also lim iting its profit potential. 
He readily adm itted that b u siness did not move soon enough 
and has not moved far enccgh to provide full equality of op­ 


p ortunity. 
“ But we have not lagged because of the profit m otive. We 
have lagged in sp ite of the profit m otive and in opposition to 
o u r own best in te re s ts .” 


To the charge 
t v t profit is a poor reaso n for helping 
a m an, he offered this; 
“ To help a m an because we think it is good for him is to 
tre a t him as an in ferio r. It is diflicult to do good w ithout 
being condenscending and p atern alistic and perpetuating de­ 
pendence. 
“ To h ire a man because he needs a job ra th e r than because 
the job needs him is to a s su re him that he is u se less. 
“ On the other side of the coin, to help a man because it 
is in your own in te re st to help him is to tre a t him as an eq­ 
ual. It is a way of telling him that you have confidence in him 
and in his ability to stand on his own feet and take c a re of his 
own in te re s ts .” 
N egroes 
and other 
disadvantaged peoples have learned 
from b itte r ex p erien ce, said F ord, that p ro m ises to help 
a re often much bigger than perfo rm an ce. They a re ju sti­ 
fiably suspicious of white lib e rals who a re b etter at s ta rt­ 
ing p ro g ram s than they are at finishing them . They su sp ect 
that b u sin ess p ro g ra m s to hire and upgrade the disadvant­ 
aged a re a fad that w ill fade away with little accom plishm ent. 
“ The b est a ssu ra n ce that this w ill not happen is the re ­ 
cognition by businessm en that equal opportunity is p rofit­ 
a b le .” 
It is easy to stay outside the system and p ro test the ways 
it w orks, Ford told his university audiences. P ro te st has its 
p lace, but right now our country seem s to have all the p ro ­ 
te s te rs it can use. 
"W hat we really need a re m ore people who a re w illing 
to com e inside the sy stem and fight and work and m ake the 
sy stem b e tte r.”

And, co n tra ry to som e belief, 
the Suprem e C ourt is not alw ays indif­ 
ferent to a P re sid e n t’s 
inclinations. 
F ranklin 
D. 
Roosevelt proposed on 
F eb ru ary 5, 1937, his 
S uprem e C ourt "p ack ­ 
ing” plan — designed 
to 
add 
six 
ju stice s 
of 
h is own choosing 
— but 
th is 
effort 
w as defeated by Con­ 
g re ss 
which re fle c t­ 
ed the public re se n t­ 
m ent. 
Yet, 
on A pril 
12 
of the sam e y ear 
the C ourt upheld the 
very 
constitutionally 
doubtful 
W agner Labor R elations A ct. 
Most o b se rv e rs w ere convinced that the 
court got the m essag e. 
A Gallup poll in dicates that about 60 
p er cent of the people in our country 
disapprove of the S uprem e C ourt’s posi­ 
tions, the highest ev er rec o rd e d . 
The 
feeling is that the country is p o w erless 
to live and o p erate except in w ays lite ra l­ 
ly 
originated by the S uprem e C ourt. 
M illions seem to see today a Suprem e 
C ourt whose ro le is to p ersuade us that 
we a re still fre e because we can shout 
o b scen ities, 
m ail 
pornography, an­ 
nounce 
tra ito ris m , 
profane the flag, 
refu se to fight, refu se to take an oath 
in co u rt. And all these things d istra c t 
us from what we cannot do — such rea l 
and obvious lib e rtie s 
and the lib erty 
to h ire and fire , to choose our a sso c i­ 
a tes, to run our b u sin esses, 
and even 
to dem and peace in our public schools. 
The Suprem e C ourt has been pushing 
itself in creasingly into questions which 
a r e really fo r the leg islativ e 
branch 
to decide. To th is extent, the Suprem e 
C ourt’s 
m ajo rity has sim ply 
taken 
o v er. Then all the low er F ed eral co u rts, 
of co u rse, have had to conform . 
As one re s u lt, even within the Su­ 
prem e C ourt, Ju stice 
John M. H arlan 
has stated in connection with a recent 
ca se : “ T his co u rt can in c re ase resp e ct 
for the C onstitution only if it rightly 
re sp e c ts the lim its which the C onsti­ 
tution places on th is court . . . In the 
p resen t c a se we exceed both . . . Our 
voice becom es only the voice of pow er, 
not of rea so n .” 
M illions feel that the co u rt has leaned 
o ver backw ard in behalf of c rim in a ls 
and shown m uch m ore concern fo r the 
felons than for the com m unity. 
How com e, 
they ask, that the Su­ 
prem e 
C ourt 
consistently 
fo rg ets 
Ju stice O liver W endell H olm es’ indis­ 
putable m axim : "A bove all rig h ts ris e 
the rig h ts of the com m unity.” L isten to 
P ennsylvania C hief Ju stice JohnC . B ell: 
"T h e Suprem e C ourt’s d ecisio n s which 
shackle the police and co u rts m ake it 
te rrific a lly difficult to p ro tect society 
from c rim e and c rim in a ls and a re am ong 
the principal rea so n s for the tu rm o il and 
near-rev o lu tio n ary conditions.” 
A re the " rig h ts ” of the troublem ak­ 
e r s m ore im portant than the su ffe re rs? 
The prevailing fea r is that the Su­ 
p rem e C o u rt's 
continued tw isting 
of 
the C onstitution and the sta tu te s is mak­ 
ing a sham bles of governm ent by law in 
our country. The end product pursued 
for w elfare sta te purposes, and civil 
rig h ts within it, can only be anarchy — 
with the consequent lo ss of the fre e ­ 
dom s which a re the supposed goal of 
judicial law m aking. 
The fundam ental belief on which the 
United 
S tates w as founded, and which 
still stands, is that men and women need 
not be v ictim s. H ere life, se cu rity and a 
b e tte r living fo r all a re problem s to be 
m a ste re d . But the public sim ply refu ses 
to concur with the sick sen tim en tality 
that condones 
crim in ality a s so c ie ty 's 
fault and d ism isse s the individual from 
responsibility — an im portant 
false 
reading of hum an n atu re. 
Yes, we do d isc rim in a te . But th is is 
not n e c essarily a ho stile a c t. “ D isc rim ­ 
in a te ,” explains W ebster: " T o m ake a 
distinction; a lso to use d isc e rn m e n t.” 
The argum ent of the e g a lita ria n alw ays 
c la im s that everybody is exactly like 
everybody e lse . The argum ent is m ani­ 
festly untrue. 
You and I a re not exact­ 
ly alike, which does not m ean that eith­ 
e r of us is b e tte r. It sim ply m eans that 
we a re different 
TTie Swedish a re not 


exactly like the M exicans, and, it m ight 
be added, wom en a re not exactly like 
m en. The en tire p ro c e ss of life adm it­ 
tedly w orks to the many individuals and 
groups unalike. 
T here is m uch we can do to m ake th is 
land of o u rs ric h e r and b e tte r for all the 
people. But th e re can be no suitable 
and successful Suprem e Court that ig­ 


n o res the re a litie s, 
m anhandles the 
F irs t and F ifth A m endm ents, 
w rites 
its own m ajo rity ’s social and econom ­ 
ic views into the law and, in effect, leg­ 
isla te s a s if it w ere a leg islativ e body 
itself.

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SEOUL, K orea (NEA) 
In y e a rs of talking with political and 
defense m en through the F a r E ast, from 
Jap an to T hailand, th is re p o rte r is con­ 
vinced on one point: 
If P re sid en t Nixon is to have any m ea­ 
su re of su c ce ss in developing the A sian 
m ilita ry - p o litical alliance he w ants, 
he m ust depend heavily on South K orean 
initiative. 
The Japanese face 
p o litical 
opposition 
at hom e of an em o­ 
tional quality which

By co n trast, in a s e rie s of se c re t 
se ssio n s with high Japanese officials 
recen tly , 
the 
South 
K oreans pushed 
strongly: 
1 - The n ecessity for an areaw ide 
defensive allian ce (of a type Nixon is 
known to favor) in which both Japan and 
South K orea would m ake im portant m ili­ 
ta ry com m itm ents. 
2 - The need for Japan and South 
K orea to back up the U nited S tates in 
its continued use of Okinawa as a fo r­ 
w ard P acific m ilitary base. (T here is 
public clam o r in Japan for the re tu rn of 
O kinaw a.) 
3 — The ex trem e im portance of J a p ­ 
an ese - South K orean econom ic co-op­ 
e ra tio n in building the in fra stru c tu re 
and com m unality of in te re st which White 
House foreign policy ad v iser Henry K is­ 
sin g e r has repeatedly said is so e s s e n ­ 
tia l for an areaw ide alliance. 
In a s e rie s of individual m eetings w ith 
o fficials in T hailand, M alaysia, A u stra­ 
lia, New Z ealand, South Vietnam , F o rm o ­ 
s a C hina and the P hilippines, the Ko­ 
re a n officials have been attem pting to 
build political, cu ltu ral and econom ic 
u nderstandings a s the n e c e ssa ry firs t 


ste p s in building an allian ce among peo­ 
p les h isto rically so divided as the na­ 
tions of e a ste rn and so u th eastern A sia. 
T h is is 
a long, 
slow heart-breaking 
p ro c e ss But the South K oreans a re push­ 
ing quietly ahead w ith unbelievable en­ 
thusiasm . 
Note how close the K orean thinking is 
to K issin g er’s. K issin g er has said that 
no alliance is m eaningful in a show­ 
down if it depends solely on sig n atu res 
on a piece of paper. He say s th e re m ust 
be a strong com m unity of political, e c ­ 
onom ic, cu ltu ral and m ilitary in te rest. 
W here 
that 
com m unity 
of 
in terest 
declines, allia n ce s fail. 


T he im portance of the South K orean 
ro le is b est understood when it is re a ­ 
lized that a key tenet of the new Nixon 
ad m in istratio n is that it is unsound s tr a ­ 
tegically fo r the U nited S tates to com m it 
itself to a s e rie s of individual defen­ 
sive arran g em en ts. T he U nited S tates 
does not have the re so u rc e s for the end­ 
le ss s e rie s of V ietnam s which could 
re su lt from U S com m itm ents to sin g le- 
handedly defend a ragged p a tte rn of coun­ 
trie s around the globe. 
The Nixon men believe a re a defense 
p acts 
m ust rep lace these country - by­ 
country allian ces. T he defense of the F a r 
E ast, for exam ple, would re st p rim a rily 
in the hands of fre e A sian cou n tries. 
The U nited S tates would back up th ese 
allian ces in the sam e way it backs up 
the N orth A tlantic T reaty O rganization. 
Such a system would reduce the danger 
of w ar, 
m ake the U S 
com m itm ent 
feasible. 
In th is 
way, U S 
defensive 
stren g th could, in fact, be sp rea d around 
the globe in the protection of allian ces 
of free peoples. 


It is Im possible to fo retell how su c­ 
cessfu l the South K oreans will be in th e ir 
attem pts. In the m a tte r of allian ces with 
neighbors, they face what seem like in­ 
surm ountable p roblem s in changing the 
attitudes of many of the countries in 
the region 
N eighbors a re d istru sted ; 
allia n ce s trad itionally have tieen m ade 
w ith outside pow ers. 
But it could be that tough, re silie n t, 
confident K orea may turn out to be the 
cataly st needed to get the Japanese and 
o th e r traditional A sian le a d e rs moving.
